But it can no longer be 
reckoned the stronghold it once was. deep- 
seated aversion to official peculation and cor- 
ruption, a desire for harmony throughout the 
Union, the seeming good feeling generated by 
the centennial year, and the plausible profes- 
siogs of the Southern politicians, have caused a 
wavering of sentiment among the voters. Still 
the sturdy sense which s in such good stead 
in 1872, aided by the almost miraculous stupidity 
and blundering of the Democratic Congress, the

The ordinance for the redistricting of the 
city in.accordance with the requirements of 
the charter of 1872 was last evening adopted 
by the Common Council. The. ordinance 
‘consolidates the First and Second and the 
Nineteenth and Twentieth Wards, leaving the 
nine West Division wards intact, and giving 
five wards to the South and four to the 
North Division. 

The Chicago Relief and Aid Society has 
just submitted its annual report of 1875, 
showing the amount of receipts and dis- 
bursements for the year. The Society has 
conducted its business quietly but effectively, 
and with unquestioned wisdom and integrity, 
distributing charity where it could be worthi- 
ly and advantageously disposed, and proving 
a power for good in the community. 


From the votes and the debate in the Sen- 
ate yesterday upon the West Point appropri- 
ation bill, it is clearly manifest that tlre spite 
ful cheese-paring which the Democrats in the 
House indulged in toward the Academy will 
not receive the sanction of the Senate. The 
two bodiesare certain to be wide apart on the 
various items in the bill, as the Senate fails 
to perceive the advantage or credit to be 
gained by crippling the military training- 
school of the nation. 

The announcement of the suspension of 
the wholesale house of Auten, Kerra & Co., 
will be reeeived with genuine regret by the 
large number of friends won by long years of 
honorable business dealings. Mr. ALLEn's 
candid statement of the condition of the 
firm’s affairs will be generally accepted as 
true, and there is good reason to hope that 
the firm will be enabled to continue business, 
or that, in any event, all debts will be paid 
at the rate of 100 cents on the dollar. 


One effect of the recent French elections 
has been to render necessary a more liberal 
construction of the new Press laws, which 
under Burrer were enforced, especially 
against the Republican newspapers, with 
such strictness as to-call forth the unanimous 
condemnation of that class of journals. Many 
cases arising during the recent political con- 
test have, by order of Duravnrz, Burret’s 
successor, allowed to lapse, this couse 
being, in the opinion of the Government, the 
wisest under the circumstances. 


The Common Council adheres nobly to its 
determination to cut down the expenditures 
of the current year to the lowest possible 
point. At yesterday’s session the estimates 
submitted by the Superintendent of Build- 
ings and the Police and Fire Departments 
_ were reduced nearly half a million of dollars, 
and the Council improved on even the Comp- 
troller’s notions of economy to the extent of 
sbout $97,000. This good work is done in 
the Committee of the Whole, and the tax- 
payers will jealously watch for any and all 
ittempts to loosen the municipal purse- 
strings when the -appropriation ordinance 
tomes up for final adoption in open Council. 


The Louisiana House of Representatives, 
by a vote of 61 to 45, has adopted the report 
of the KxLL OOO Investigating Committee, to- 
gether with the resolutions recommending 
that articles of impeachment be preferred 
against that officer. The affair appears to 
nave been of the judgment order from 
beginning to end. On the call of the yeas 
und nays on the resolution, several members 
who desired to explain their votes were 
shoked off in the most summary manner, 
and the business was ugh with 
the utmost recklessness. In addition to the 
protests from business-men of New Orleans, 

the Manager of the Clearing-House in that 
city has published a card in which he argues 
against the impeachment of KxLL OO.

A rich lode of scandal and corruption has 
been developed by the House Committee on 
Foreign Affairs charged with the investiga- 
tion of Minister Scuencn’s connection with 
the Emma Mine swindle. The testimony of 
James E. Lrox, of Racine, Wis., a former 
owner in the original Emma Mine plant, 
given yesterday before the Committee, 
.unfolds a chapter of fraud, bribery, 
and corruption in high places  scarce- 
ly less startling and enormous than 
the Credit-Mobilier disclosures. The state- 
ments of Lyon throw a blaze of light 
upon the secret history of the Emma Mine 
scheme; implicating United States Senators, 
United States Judges, learned scientists, 
bankers, etc., in addition to the parties al- 
ready notorious in connection with the gi- 
gantic confidence game so successfully played 
upon British capitalists.

We place no reliance upon the reports that 
Mr. A. C. Hama has fled to Canada to avoid 
his trial upon the indictment charging him 
with complicity in the whisky frauds. Mr. 
Hesine is anything but acoward. He has 
not yet been proved guilty of conspiring to 
defraud the revenue, and he is not yet ready, 
we believe, to advertise his guilt by rumning 
away. To a man of his temperament, a so- 
journ in Panada under the disgrace of admit- 
ted guilt would scarcely be preferable to im- 
prisonment at Joliet, and he could certainly 
take no comfort as a fugitive from justice in 
Europe among the friends and felatives 
there who have hitherto held him in high re- 
spect and honor. Although having frequent- 
ly felt called upon to condemn Mr. Hesrina’s 
political acts, we are not willing to believe 
him guilty of internal revenue frauds until a 
jury has so decided, and we fully expect to 
see him appear in court when his case is 
called next week. 


Pending the adoption of some compromise 
policy by the Caucus Committee, it is consid- 
ered unsafe to turn the Democratic majority 
loose on the currency question. The leaders 
are working hard to prevent a rupture, or at 
any rate the outward manifestation of a rup- 
ture, in their ranks, in the hope that the cau- 
cus will succeed in settling upon a measure 
which will solidify the party vote and avert 
the threatened anarchy and confusion. For 
tunately for Mr. Moxzison, a motion to ad- 
journ is always in order, and as leater of the 
Democracy in the House he was able yester- 
day to secure an adjournment and thus head 
off a rush of awkward and troublesome resolu- 
tions which were all ready to be placed upon 
their passage. Mr. Hotman was prepared 
to propose the appropriation of the puerile 
thunder of the Indiana Republican platform, 
and there were other breakers in sight which 
could only be safely dodged by the early ad- 
journment which Mr. Morrison so frantically 
urged and by a close vote obtained. 


CAN THE NATIONAL BANKS RESUME? 

In the schemes of the wilder class of in- 
flationists, the extinction and prohibition of 
bank notes is included, but we think that the 
discussion of the general subject has devel- 
oped that no such measure can succeed. We 
think it has been further shown that event- 
ually, by some sort of process, the Govern- 
ment will cease to be a manufacturer of irre- 
deemable paper money. Under the certain- 
ty, therefore, that we are to have banks and 
bank notes, it is important to consider 
whether the character of these bank notes 
may not be so improved as to hasten the re- 
tiracy of the greenback as no longer neces- 


sary. 
We had in December last 2,085 National 
Banks, with a capital and surplus of 8638, 


The law authorizes the banks to deposit with 
the Treasurer bonds, not less than $50,000 in 
amount, and issues to them bank notes to the 
amount of 90 per cent of the par of the 
bonds. They have likewise to deposit with 
the Treasurer a sum of greenbacks equal 
to 5 per cent of their circulation. 
In fact, they put up the equivalent of $103 
in gold to secure as collateral $85 in paper. 
They have, therefore, a margin of $18 in 
gold per $85 of paper in circulation. It is 
not probable that banks thus limited, and 
with a tax on both circulation and deposits, 
will ever resume specie payments voluntarily, 
or keep outstanding any circulation in excess 
of the absolute requirements of the law, in 
case specie payments be made compulsory, 
for the sufficient reason that it will not be 
profitable to issue notes thus hampered and 
hindered. But the éxisting provisions for 
gold-note banks are still more liberal. Only 
80 of notes to 100 of bonds can be issued, 
and the bank is required to keep 25 per cent 
of coin besides in its vaults, pay 1 per cent 
on its circulation, and half of 1 per cent on 
the money of its depositors left in its custo- 
dy for safe keeping. There will be no gold 
notes issued under-these useless and suffocat- 
ing restrictions. 

The Government, in order to have the 
country provided with a sufficient bank-note 
circulation redeemable on demand in coin, 
must leave it possible for banks to furnish 
this paper without los¥. The question is, 
Can this bank currency be improved in qual- 
ity and be made specie-paying without so 
weakening the security to the bill-holders as 
to render the redemption of the notes on 
demand either uncertain or impossible? We 

in the first place that the commercial 
businéss,of this country, and of all other 
countries, can only be successfully carried on 
through the agency of banks. The substi- 
tute for banks has not yet been discovered. 
The great commercial countries of Europe— 
England, France, and Germany—transact all 
their exchanges through the agencies of 
banks. Neither of these countries have any 
Government legal-tender notes, and when 
the Governments need money they borrow 
of the banks, as individuals or corporations do. 

The Bank of England holds Government 
bonds to the value of $70,000,000, and is al- 
lowed to issue on that security $70,000,000 of 
bank notes. As the Bank becomes possessed of 
coin or bullion, it is allowed to issue notes, 
dollar for dollar, to the amount thereof. The 


security being equal to the amount of the

notes outstanding, no further seeurity is re- 
quired. Suppose alike rule was adopted in 
this country, and that the Danks were allowed 
to issue notes to the full amount of the gold 
bonds at par depchited by them; suppose 
they were required to keep on deposit in the 
National Treasury for redemption of their 
notes coin to the amount of 5, 10, or 15 per 
cent of their circulation, and were allowed to 
issue notes to the amount of such coin de- 
posited there, would not the bill-holder be 
as.amply secured? And what more is need- 
ed? Whcn the National Banking law was en- 
acted, the Government bonds had not at- 
tained par value in coin. In fact, they were 
worth only 60 to 70 cents, and a margin was 
but proper for the protection of the bill-hold- 
er. Now, the bonds, even the 5 per cents, 
have a gold value of a permanent character, 
above par, and the margin is wholly unneces- 
sary as @ protection to the bill-holder. 

Before the War, the banks of the United 

States, though organized on a variety of 
systems, with the exception of the Illinois 
‘* Stumptails and some other wildcat con- 
cérns, were, as a whole, able to maintain 
specie payments. In some of the States a 
deposit of State {bonds was required as 
security ; in other States, particularly New 
England, no such requirement was made, but 
a specie fund averaging 30 per cent was to 
be kept. But the best banks were those who 
preserved theircharacter by evidence of good, 
careful, and honest management. In no in- 
stance, however, were the bill-holders so pro- 
tected against loss as by the requirement of 
a deposit of United States gold bonds and 
coin equal, dollar for dollar, for the circula- 
tion. 
What would be the effect of allowing the 
National Banks to issue notes, dollar for dol- 
lar, with the coin and gold securities placed 
on deposit in the Treasury? Each bank 
would at once become a specie-paying bank, 
because it would be profitable to issue gold 
notes. Its notes would be receivable at spe- 
cie value in all parts of the country. The 
bank-note circulation would become profit- 
able, and would increase to the full demands 
of the necessities of trade. The greenbacks 
would continue to pass current in payment 
of old debts and for their market value in 
all transactions; but coin and gold notes 
would be the standard money of trade and 
commerce. Those who are enamored with 
greenbacks could still enjoy them to their 
heart's content, until they became tired of 
them, when they would be funded and 
disappear. If the banks were permitted to 
issue their notes to an equal amount with 
their bond and coin deposits with the Treas- 
urer, and bo relieved of the Federal tax on 
circulation arid deposits, the country would 
soon have a paper currency, redeemable at 
par, qual in value in all parts of the coun- 
try, and affording a protection to bill-holders 
never equaled in the history of American 
banking, and equal‘to the utmost demands of 
trade. Any system or plan of specie resump- 
tion which renders it unprofitable and impos- 
sible for the banks to resume, or which com- 
pels them to retire their circulation, will 
draw upon the country the wholesale desola- 
tion unenviable as a result of contraction. 
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THE ASS AND HIS MASTER’S CRIB. 

Isaran, one of the wise men of olden time, 
is accredited with the saying that the ox 
knoweth his owner and the ass his master’s 
crib.” There must have been in those days a 
class of scribes corresponding in character to 
those who make up the Whisky- Thieves’ Organ 
in this city and in our time; for certainly the 
remark, leaving out all reference to the ox 
and retaining the ass, applies with peculiar 
significance to those who are responsible for 
the course of the Whisky-Thieves’ Organ. 
These modern asses bray incessantly with 
their masters’ crib in view; and if they eat in 
proportion to their braying their consump- 
tion must be appalling to those who provide 
the fodder. They have interested themselves 
particularly in Bascocx’s case,—not that they 
would hesitate to kick Bancoc in the inter- 
est of their masters, but because they con- 
ceived that Bascocn’s acquittal would be 
useful for further braying. They follow the 
suggestion which Judge Porter made so 
useful with the jury by insisting that Ban- 
cock’s conviction would carry with it the 
conviction of the President; and they go 
even further, with the virtual assumption 
that BaBoockn’s acquittal carries with it the 
acquittal of all the other men implicated 
in the frauds. They are extremely anxious 
that this construction shall be accepted by 
the public, conveyed to the Government 
officers, im upon the United States 
Judges, and carried throughout the country to 
the men likely to be placed cn the juries. It 
is doubtful whether this purpose can succeed 
to any extent. The indications are all the 
other way. Secretary Bristow and Solicitor 
Wiso are not likely to be disturbed in the 
prosecution of their war upon the whisky 
thieves in the same way they have begun and 
continued it thus far. The confidential letter 
of Attorney-General Prerrepont, made pub- 
lic by Sronns, upon which the indicted men 
rested their hopes, has been explained away, 
and the construction that has been authorita- 
tively placed upon it does not change the 
policy of the prosecution which has secured 
conviction heretofore. So the whisky- 
thieves’ asses may continue to bray for their 
corn, but the result is not likely to be 
changed, nor the guilty men escape. 

Among other things about which the long- 
eared editors’of the Organ are troubled is the 
constant evidence that Taz Tano is not 
enlisted in behalf of the whisky thieves, but, 
on the contrary, desites to expose and bring 
to punishment every man who has hada 
guilty connection with the Ring. This the 
Thieves’ Organ conceives to be rank treason, 
forgetting that Taz Trarsunz has never been 
pledged to the Ring, and does not depend on 
its bounty. Taz Tame, therefore, con- 
ceives it to have been entirely proper to de- 
mand the names of the Congressmen who 
were prowling around the White House in 
the interest of the Whisky Ring, and using 
their influence with the President to have 
him interfere with the orders and efforts of 
the Treasury Department to stop stealing. 
The Whisky-Thieves’ Organ jumps at the pre- 
tended conclusion that this is a stab at the 
President, and that itis in some mysterious 
way an intimation that he is in the Whisky 
Ring. The demand for the names of these 
Congressmen was based upon the President's 
own testimony, under oath, in his deposition 
in the Basoocg trial. During his exaniina- 
tion occurred the following questions and an- 
wers:

that pressure to bear upon you? A.—There were 
many persons, and I think I could givethe names of 
several Senators and members of Congress, but prob- 
ably I should have to refer to papers that are on file, 
I do not know that it is material. I know that the 
pressure was continual from the Supervisors and 
their friends, 

Q.—Can you from memory name any Senators or 
Representatives ? A.—I could name two or three, but 
I do not believe that it is necessary. 

Mr. Eaton; I will not press it, then. 

Now, we still insist that Mr. Eaton should 
have pressed the question; and that, after 
his failure to do so, it would simply be an act 
of justice to the people to have the names of 
these Senators and Representatives given to 
the people, who enlisted themselves in the 
effort to secure the reversal of an order which 
was prepared as a means for catching the 
thieves and stopping the robbery. This may 
look like treason to the whisky-thieves from 
their organ’s point of view. But whoever 
agrees with it is invited to make the most of 


the treason. 
THE PITTSBURG W r BRUTAL- 

The systematic abuses in the administra- 
tion of the Yorkshire school, the debtors’ 
prison, and the English poor-house, which 
Mr. Dickens so graphically exposed, and the 
horrors of the insane asylum which Mr. 
Cartes Reape has given to the world in his 
works of fiction, are more than paralleled in 
the horrors of the Reform Schoolof Western 
Pennsylvania, at Allegheny, as developed in 
the official investigation just concluded by 
the Legislature of that State. It appears 
that this Reform School was instituted twenty 
years ago, and its abuses have existed from 
its first year to the present time, showing the 
most culpable and criminal negligence of the 
Board of Management in its supervision of 
the officers in charge. The first Superin- 
tendent was a clergyman who debauched the 
female inmates, and continued his abuses 
until he found his appropriate place in the 
State Prison. He was succeeded by one 
Sweeney, whose flagrant cruelties at 
last became so intolerant that he was 
relieved, and an Episcopal clergyman by the 
name of Avery, who had been acting as As- 
sistant, was promoted to his place and like- 
wise to his cruelties,—in which position he 
more than carried out the savage brutality of 
his predecessors. The testimony showed 
that little boys were mixed in indiscriminate- 
ly with older and hardened youths confined 
for crimes against the laws, and young girls 
were compelled to consort with the vicious 
and abandoned of their own sex. The testi- 
mony of some of the victims is almost too 
shocking for belief. A little girl, 8 years of 
age, for impertinence to a teacher, was horse- 
whipped, put in a strait-jacket, and kept 
upon bread and water for three weeks. An- 
other was whipped until the blood streamed 
from her shoulders. Another girl, who was 
compelled to associste with Cyprians, sought 
to escape, and, being detected in the act, was 
tied toa chair and beaten until the blood 
flowed from her hands and breasts. Then 
she was taken to a cold room, in mid-win- 
ter, and was kept handcuffed, the 
manacles piercing the flesh, and while 
she was thus fettered was struck in the face 
by the brutal Superintendent. One boy was 
beaten until the blood flowed from his body, 
and then was thrust into a cold room, where 
his feet were frozen. Another received 100 
lashes upon the bare back. A one-armed 
youth received 132 lashes upon the bare back, 
and another was tied toa post and horse- 
whipped until he fell exhausted. These are 
a few instances out of columns of horrors 
which are printed in the report of the Com- 
mittee. They show a systematic continu- 
ance of brutal inhumanities blacker than any 
ever drawn by Mr. Dickens or Mr. Reape, as 
we have already intimated. Under the man- 
agement of these atrocious brutes this Re- 
form School was literally a hell upon earth, 
turning out upon society thieves and prosti- 
tutes, made so by the brutalities of 
the Superintendent and his convenient 
assistants, who seem to have shared 
in the cruelties of their superior. 
It is difficult to conceive how such infamies 
could have been perpetrated year after year 
without publicity, except as our correspond - 
ent intimates, that it was a close corporation, 
and that it was therefore impossible to get at 
its abuses until the State at last took the 
matter into its own hands. There isa pros- 
pect now that these abuses will be corrected, 
inasmuch as the State proposes to take the 
control of the institation out of the hands of 
the negligent, incompetent, and culpable 
Board of Management, and, conduct it as a 
State institution, but this should not allow 
the Superintendent and his assistants 
to escape from punishment for their 
inhuman conduct. If they eould be tied to 
posts, lashed on the bare back until they fall 
from exhaustion, and then be placed in cold 
rooms and kept for weeks upon bread and 
water, as their poor little victims have been, 
justice would be satisfied. There is little 
hope, however, that they will suffer any pun- 
ishment at all. The waifs and gamins who 
go to Reform Schools have no friends, and 
are usually considered as appropriate subjects 
for cruelty and torture. It would seem, 
however, as if the excess of crneltyin this 
case ought to inspire some friends of humani- 
ty to rise up and defend these waifs, even 
though the brutal Superintendent may be a 
reverend one, and bring him to the punish- 
ment he so richly deserves. 
THE CITY — ~~? OF INDEBTED- 

The Staats-Zeitung opposes the acceptance 
by the city of the outstanding certificates of 
indebtedness in payment of taxes, since it 
desires that the Treasury shall be kept sup 
plied with money to pay out to the office- 
holders. It is confronted, nevertheless, with 
the fact that the certificates come due next 
June, and there is no legal authority to re- 
issue them nor money to pay them. In this 
dilemma, and opposing their acceptance in 
payment of taxes, the Staatse-Zatung sug- 
gests that the only way in which the embar- 
rassment can be overcome is to make a new 
and additional bonded debt of say six mill- 
ions, with which to take up five millions 
floating debt, and leave another million to go 
on until the taxes for 1875 can be collected. 
To do this it admits that there is 
only a choice of one of two ways, viz.: 
(1) Either to amend the Constitution by 
removing the limitation of 5 percent on munio- 
ipal indebtedness, or (2) to increase the val- 
uation of the Chicago property on which the 
limitation of 5 per cent is fixed. The former 
even the Staats-Zetung dismisses as imprac- 
ticable, though it opposes the principle of 
limiting municipal indebtedness by a com- 
mon rule throughout the State. The only 
way it sees out of the difficulty is to enor- 
mously raise the valuation for assessment, but 
it evidently has not sufficiently considered 
the burden that sich a course would put upon 
the city. 

The constitutional limitation of 5 per cent 
indebtedness, in the words of the Constitu- 
tion, is to be amsertained by the last asseas- 


ment for State aad county taxes previous to 


the ineurring of such indebtedness.” There 
can be no special valuation of Chicago prop- 
erty for this purpose, but any increase would 
represent the proportion of the State taxes 
which Chicago would have to pay. There is 
now a bonded debt of about $13,500,000 ; to 
add $6,000,000 would create a debt of $19,- 
500,000, which, to be legal, would require a 
valuation of $400,000, 000 for Chicago property. 
The present State valuation on Chicago 
property, including the three towns within 
the city limits, is $171,311,716. To secure 
the valuation necessary to increase the bond- 
ed debt as proposed it would be necessary to 
more than double the present valuation. If 
such a valuation as $400,000,000 were sent to 
the State Board of Equalization, that Board, 
if it did its duty, would throw off the extra 
$230,000,000 added over and above its own 
equalization of the year previous, and also 
about 120 per cent above the ratio of the val- 
uation in other parts of the State. This ac- 
tion would of itself defeat the proposed in- 
crease, and the additional bonds could not be 
issued. Butif the State Board negl to 
do its duty and permitted this excessive valu- 
ation to remain, it would proportionately re- 
duce the valuation of property elsewhere, and 
Chicago would pay on more than twice its 
fair proportion of the property for State 
taxes. In other words, we would incur the 
burden of additional and disproportionate 
taxation for the very questionable privilege 
of increasing the city’s bonded debt! 

The proposition suggested by the Staats- 
Zeitung is full of danger, and only in the in- 
terest of the worst class of tax-eaters. If 
the valuation of property could be doubled 
once for the purpose of increasing the 
bonded debt, then it could be doubled again. 
If raised now from $171,000,000 to $400,000,- 
000, how long would it be before another 
$100,000,000 would be added for the same pur- 
pose? This process might go on indefinitely, 
and the constitutional limitation of 5 per cent 
would be practically a dead-letter and inop- 
erative. The people will not agree with the 
tax-eaters nor the Slaate-Zeitung that either 
the valuation or the bonded debt shall be in- 
creased by any evasion of the constitutional 
principle. It will occur to the people as a 
much better plan that the expenses of the 
City Government be reduced, and the col- 
lection of the back taxes vigorously prose- 
cuted, until the floating debt shall be got 
out of the way, and we can begin to pay 
as we go. This cannot be done without 
some sacrifice on the part of the tax-eaters, 
and they may as well make up their minds 
to it. 


DEATH-PENALTY LEGISLATION. 

The State of Maine having been blessed 
for some time past with a comparative im- 
munity from murder under the operation of 
the death-penalty, the people of that State, 
through their Legislature, have been injudi- 
cious enough toabolish that penalty, and, the 
Governor having signed the bill, it has now 
become a law. Henceforth, and until they 
are convinced of their folly, the people of 
Maine will imprison their murderers for life, 
and the Governor will pardon them out so 
that but a very small proportion of them will 
serve their terms. As law is administered 
nowadays, a generous percentage of them 
will never be convicted at all Under this 
flourishing condition of things, murder will 
increase, the courts will be busy, and the pen- 
itentiaries will be kept periodically full. As 
bad men find that they will not forfeit their 
own lives in committing crime, and that a 
few years more or less of incarceration will 
compensate for the gratification of their mal- 
ice or revenge, they will have nothing to hin- 
der them from giving free rein to their base 
passions, and the hitherto peaceable State of 
Maine will be characterized by the same era 
of blood that has disgraced the State of Iowa 
during the past few years, until, in self. 
defense and to protect the interests of soci- 
ety, it will have to return to capital punish- 
ment again. 

In Iowa the people have learned this les- 
son thoroughly. Since the time that the 
death-penalty was abolished by the persua- 
sions of the Bovzez sentimentalists, murder 
has increased ata fearful ratio. The State 
newspapers have been burdened with narra- 
tives of murders, rapes, assaults with intent 
to kill, and violent deeds of every description, 
for the minor crimes always increase in equal 
ratio with the larger ones. Where murder 
can be committed without involving the pen- 
alty of death, the temptations to commit less- 
er atrocities are simply irresistible. The 
State has rapidly been gaining a most unen- 
viable reputation for its crimes, whereas it 
had hitherto enjoyed an enviable reputa- 
tion for intelligence, industry, morality, 
and virtue. Society found itself witb- 
out protection. A4 large proportion of 
crimes was not punished at all, oth- 
ers were not punished adequately, and in 
still others, where the extreme penalty was 
pronounced, it was found that there were 
ways of evading it. The horrible vendetta in 
Warren County, in which two men lost their 
lives and two others were terribly cut and 
slashed, as the result of a family feud, is the nat- 
ural outgrowth of this immunity from the fit- 
ting punishment for murder. Hitherto these 
family vendettas have been social features of 
the border Southern States, where they have 
been looked upon as every-day events, outside 
the pale of the law. The Iowa tragedy, com- 
mitted on the Sabbath day, in the very 
shadow of thesanctuary which the participants 
had just left when their bloody business com. 
menced, shows that the tendency of this im- 
munity from the death-penalty has been 
towards the establishment of border-ruffian- 
ism and Southern barbarity in the intelligent 
and moral State of Iowa. Had these assas- 
sins known that their crimes would have 
been visited with sharp and swift pun- 
ishment, and that they would have ex- 
piated the cowardly murder of their unarmed 
victims upon the gallows, they probably 
never would have planned their butchery so 
openly and publicly, and they would have 
hesitated before perpetrating it, for men 
cowardly enough to surprise and murder de- 
fenseless victims in cold blood would have 


been too cowardly to face the halter. They 


knew, however, that their worst punishment 
would only be imprisonment for life, and 
that there was a very fair prospect, under the 
circumstances of the vendetta, of an escape 
with a short term or a speedy pardon, and 
this is still further shown by the readiness 
with which they gave themselves up to the 
authorities and made no concealment of their 
awful and cowardly crime. The long cata. 
logue of crimes, however, which has culmi- 
nated in this terrible butchery has convinced 
the people of Iowa of the fearful mistake they 
have made in repealing the death-penalty, and 
they are now hastening to repair their mistake 
by restoring it, the bill for that purpose hav- 
ing been passed to a third reading in the As. 
sembly. The people of Maine may be des. 
tined to pass through the same terrible ex. 
periences as Iowa, and learn their lesson in 
the same rough way, after which they will

The Secretary of the Treasury yesterday, 
in answer to a resolution, laid before the 
House of Representatives a statement of the 
amount of specie in the Treasury on last 
Thursday available for specie payments.

At that date there was accrued interest 
amounting to $28,140,231, which, with the 
$14,000,000 of silver, aggregated $42,000,000, 
reducing the available gold to $31,000,000. 
To this sum must be added the coin receipts 
for February, and from it must be deducted 
the payments of interest as well as the addi- 
tional interestaccrued. There must also be de- 
ducted such sums as have since been expended 
for the purchase of bonds for that ornamental 
and sentimental institution known as the 
sinking fund. In the absence of the full 
text of the report of the Secretary, it is im- 
possible to explain the actual allotment of 
the coin nominally in the Treasury and re- 
ported in the regular monthly debt state- 
ments,

RELIEF AND AID SOCIETY. 
WHAT IT ACCOMPLISHED LAST YEAR. 

The Relief and Aid Society’s report for the 
year 1875 made its appearance yesterday after- 
noon. It is a small affair, when compared with 
some of the previous reports of the Society, but 
from its pages the following facts are collated : 

The property owned by the corporation is Nos. 
51 and 53 LaSalle street, known as the Relief 
Block. The shops, factories, lumber districts, 
etc., of the city bave been visited during the 
year, and thus a clear insight bas been ob- 
tained in the labor market, by the aid of which 
the Society has been greatly assisted in deter- 
mining the necessities of a large proportion of 
the applicants for relief. Personal visits to the 
homes in every case has enabled the Society to 
act with discretion. The investigation by a 
Council Committee in July, 1875, is alluded to, 
and the report of the Committea, as made at 
the time, reproduced.

ME. CHESBROUGH'S EXPLANATION. 

In Sunday's issue of Tux Taisune appeared a 
letter from ‘Veras” containing some very 
direct charges against the machinery at the 
Water-Works, and pointedly condemning the 
south engine as practically useless. The ietter 
spoke of that engine as crippled and almost unfit 
for service, and drew a gloomy picture of the 
futare of Chicago unless the people were as- 
sured of an improvement in the present state of 
affairs. 

A reporter met Mr. D. O. Cregier, engineer at 
the Water-Works, vesterday in the City-Hali, 
and interrogated him on the subject. But Mr.

Cregier, after characterizing the letter as a mali- 
cious attack emanating from an irresponsible 
source surrounded by a dense atmosphere of 


j ignorance, declined saying anything further 


concerning the matter, and stated tust he would 
not deny such chargea, “hough they should come 
by the busnel. 

The reporter then visited Mr. E. 8. Ches- 
brough, City Engineer. Mr. Chesbrough, who 
had not seen the article, read i t d, 
and then said the whole thing fell 
through from the fact that the premises 
are incorrect. ‘The writer starts out,” said he, 
by assuming that the south engine is crippled. 
On the contrary, the engine is running now, to- 
day, this moment. We stop it every little while 
to see if it needs repairing. It can’t run con- 
stantly. No water-pumping engine in the world 
can. Even the English engines of which Veras’ 

are occasionally, but that is no 
evidence that they are breaking down, or in any 
way unfit for service. Owing to the increased 
demand, we have let the south engine run lately 
a little longer than we usually do, and it is run- 
ning to-day as well as it ever did. Just as soon 
as we can, we wilt overhaul it and start it up 


again. 

„ to this waste of 278 horse-power, and its 
effect in pounding the engine to pieces, there is 
nothing in it,—nothing in it at all. It isn’t nec- 
essary co argue the matter. Veras’ claims that 
is what is knocking the engine to pieces. Now, 
as the engine is not knocked to pieces, 
it follows that the waste of power is not doing 
it. Ags to the English engines, there is no evi- 
dence yet that this e is not as good as 
those across the water. He says some of them 
have been running thirty years, but he will not 
claim that they have been ruuning continuous- 
ly. Now, there is no indication that ours will 
not run thirty years; for, so far, it is as good 
as ever, excepting the necessary wear and tear 
of all engines. 

** As to the presence of the Knowles engines, 
that is easily explained. The new engines at 
Bridgeport, which we hoped to have up in De- 
cember last, will not be up until some tame in 
the summer. Foreseeing this, and knowing the 
8 of a cold winter or a hot summer, 
we put in two Knowles engines to help the large 
engine in the event of an increased deman 
The large engine has only a capacity of 36,000,- 
000 gallons daily, and suppose from 40,000,000 
to 45.000, 000 were demanded?

LOCAL LETTERS. 
THE LETTER u. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune: 

CMA, Feb. 26,—I have been much amused 
of late in observing the general misunderstand- 
ing which seems to prevail among American 
people in general with regard to the English 
misuse of the letter h.,“ and I would respectful- 
ly beg a short space in your columns in behalf 
of the subject. It seems to be the general im- 
pression thas this peculiarity of speech exists 
with all Englishmen, which is totally erroneous, 
the omission or iutroduction of an h at the 
commencoment of a word being only made by 
the uveducated. This is without excepto u. 

The point, however, with which the misunder- 
standing seems to originate is tae use of the let- 
ter h preceded by a ,“ as in the words 
‘* what,” * which,.“ wheat. The aspiration of 
the h in this case is a peculiarity of the 
American pronunciation, which is observed in 
England neither by the educated nor the unedu- 
cated classes. The American method is witaout 
doubt the correct one, as words of this class 
originally began with the aspiration as is shown 
by their etymological history. Thus what” is 
derived from the Anglo-Saxon *‘ hwaet.” O. Sax.

Wants to Read His Title Clear--- 
One Tax-Fighter. 


Record of Jndgments and New Suit 
Criminal Business. 


BILL TO CLEAR TITLE. 

A bill was filed Saturday evening in the Su- 
perior Court by Joseph E. Broullya against ex- 
Judge Henry Fuller and Henry Cook, which 
makes some serious charges against the defend- 
ants. The complainant states that in the spring 
of 1874 he was possessed of a considerable 
fortune acquired by inheritance, but was un- 
fortunately a slave to liquor and incapable of 
controlling his property. Judge Fuller, know- 
ing this, took advantage of his weakness and in- 
duced bim to buy from Edward Saunders the 
premises known as No. 66 Twenty-second street, 
the price bemg $8,000. The deed was duly exe- 
cuted by Saunders, and given to Judge Fuller to 
berecorded. The latter, however, as is claimed, 
failed to have it put on record, but instead al- 
tered or allowed it to be altered by substituting 
the pame of Henry Cook for complainant, as 
grantee. Fuller also caused to be inserted in 
the deed the following clause: This deed is 
given instead of a deed heretofore made, which 
was destroyed by the fire of Oct. 8 and 9, 1871.” 
Broullys claims that Saunders never had oon- 
veyed the premises before the fire to Cook, or 
any one else, and that the above mentioned al- 
legation was false. 

Five months after the deed was made it was 
recorded by Judge Fuller, snd it is now probably 
in his u, as complainant avers he has 
never seen it, though he written to Fuller 
repeatediy about the matter, but without receiv- 
ing any answer. Fuller also bas recei 
the rents from the premises without accounting 
for them. The complainant, therefore, asks 
that the conveyance may be rectified by substi- 
tuting hie name for that of Cook, and that the 
latter and Judge Fuller may be decreed to have 
no title to the premises in question.
